Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonrpor, October 6—The annual report of the 
Commissioners of the London Police, issued 
yesterday, enables the public to judge of the 
importance of Sir Charles Warren's state- 
ment, apropos of the Whitechapel horrors, 
that the police force of the metropolis is in- 
sufficient. Deducting the men absent on 
leave there remain 8,778 policemen available 
to protectan area with nearly 5,500,000 of in- 
inhabitants. Warren neglects to take 
account of the smell area technically 
called the city of London, with an 
independent police forée of its own. It is 
evident, however, that the police force has 
not kept pace with the population. In 1849, 
when the area and population of London were 
less than half what they are now, the number 
of men avallabie was 6,238. The Government 
contemplates an increase in. the strength of 
the force, owing to the drafting of an excep- 
tionally large number to Whitechapel. In 
some districts of London one now hardly ever 
sees a policeman.

Lecal Physicians Discuss the Murderer 
and Explain His Vagaries. 


The physicians of 8t. Louis have given con- 
siderable attention to the Whitechapel mur- 
Gerer, as the following interesting statements 
from some of them will show: 


Giseuss the subject, but at length he con- 
sented. 

‘*Do you think that the circumstances of the 
murder indicate that the murderer is insane?’’ 
was asked. 

**Undoubtedly,’” he replied. 

**Ig there any reason to believe that he is 
not?’’ 

**‘None. Ithinkit isa prima facie case of 
insanity, emotional, I think, orthe result of 
epliepsy. Ihavethree opinions and I do not 
know to which togive the greatest weight. 
The man is suffering from emotional insanity 
or epilepsy or else he is a fanatic. Emotional 
insanity is a most dangerous form of insanity. 
A man with a delusion or other evidence of in- 
tgllectual aberration is soon locked up but a 
man emotionally insate too often commits 
some overt act of violence  be- 
fore he sufficiently rivete attention to make 
public opinion demand his sequestration. 
I ditfer with Dr. Hammond in believing in the 
existence of homicidal mania. Suicidal and 
homicidal propensities, erotomania, klepto- 
mania and p mania do not per se constitute 
distinct forms of insanity as formerly taught. 
On the contrary,I believe with Maudsley and 
Blanford that such conditions are but purely 

hag arn indications of a previous exist- 
ing insanity. Sofar from the morbid impulse 
or aot constituting insanity it is but the 
outward and visible sign or expression 
of a profound emotional derangement, 
the tendency of which is to manifest itself, not 
as intellectual insanity does in words, but in 
acts, yt which for this very reason is much 
more ous than Intellectual insani

THE REPUBLICAN TARIFF BILL 

The Senate tariff bill is nothing more 
than a campaign document, and was not 
intended to be anything more, but even 
asa campaign document it is not a suc- 
cess. 

Of course there are some good features 
in its minor details, but a few of its prom- 
inent features are enough to condemn it 
as far inferior to the Mills bill. 

It makes a reduction of nearly $28,000,000 
in duties on sugar, just at the time when 
the production of sorghum sugar has been 
réndered possible in the West, and when 
the cultivation of the sugar beet has been 
started in Oalifornia on a larger scale. 
Safar as this reduction cheapens sugar 
it is a distinct retreat from the *‘American 
‘*eystem of protecting and fostering in- 
‘*‘fant industries.’’ So far as it fails to 
cheapen sugar this bill will simply enable 
Spain or out own Sugar Trust to pocket 
the money which consumers now pay into 
the United States Treasury. 

The $27,500,000 which this bill removes 
from tobacco will simply relieve tobacco 
consumers of that much which they now 
voluntarily pay for a luxury, and this re- 
lief is given them avowedly and only to 
avoid removing $27,500,000 of taxes «from 
the’ coarse necessaries of life consumed 
by the tollers of the land and their wives 
and children. 

But while this is a bill to disown our in - 
fant sugar industries, and to excludé 
agricultural interests from the benefits of 
protection andto cheapen the luxuries 
of pedple addicted to bad habite, it is at 
least a confession that the tazes imposed 
by Republican legislation are $75,000,000 
too much. The confession comes with 
such a bad grace, however, and the 


} amendment is tendered in stich  ques- 


tionable shape and with so little appear- 
ance of good faith, that a Democratic 
majority in both houses of Congress still 
seems tobe theonly thing that will in- 
sure the passage of a wholesomé measure 
of tax reduction or of any reduction at all.

The very respeotful and persuasive language 
employed by Vhairman Oooley of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, in requesting 
the railway managers to try to establish a uni- 
form classification of freights, does not appear 
leas gentile because of his warning that such a 
classification, if not agreed upon by the com- 
panies, will certainly be compelled by law. 
Mr. Oooley knows whom he is addressing ; and 
he knows, therefore, that the rallway mana- 
gers don’t care a bent coupling-pin what leg- 
isiation may be undertaken to secure uni- 
formity in olassifying freights. They have 
persistently evaded the provisions of the in- 
terstate, commerce law relating to this sub- 
ject, and by a multitude of cunning devices 
have established af appearance of equality 
which conceals rank discrimination and in- 
justice. The only thing that could check the 
propensity would be the discipline of the con- 
vict cell—and this palpable fact our law- 
makers havé thus far found it convenient to 


ignore. 


Immigration. — 
From the New York Times. 

During the eight months ending with Au- 
gust there came to the United States nearly 
400,000 immigrants (392,987), or about 30,000 
more thah tn the first eight months of last 
year. Itis worth noting that while England 
and Wales sent us 2,000 less than last year 
and Ireland only 700 miore, Seotiand sent 2,100 
more. The Germans were slightly léss, but in 
ali other mationalities there Was an increase. 
Ot the total immigration for the eight months 
every 100 was made tp substantially as fol- 
lows: British, 31; German, 19; Bohemian, 
Austrian, Hungarian, Polish and Russian, 18; 
Scandinavian, 16; Italian, 10, And other cotn- 
tries, 7. Of the British imufigrants 48 per 
cent were Irish, 42 per cent English and Weish 
and 16 per cent Scotch. During the eight 
months the most remarkable increase Wis in 
the Russian, Hingarian and Polisi, which
